Fostering  a  true  democratic  spirit,  promoting 
closer  student-faculty  cooperation,  and  creating  a 
more  effective  plan  of  student  government  are  the 
purposes  of  the  Student  Government  of  New  Han¬ 
over  High  School. 

Our  Student  Congress  is  composed  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Council,  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives,  the  Judges,  the  Judicial  Marshals,  the  Co¬ 
ordinating  Committee,  and  the  Social  Marshals. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  led  by 
the  Student  Body  President,  act  as  an  advisory  board 
to  the  Student  Congress.  Before  a  bill  may  be  passed 
to  either  the  House  or  Senate,  it  must  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee. 

The  Senate  originates  finance  legislation  and  for¬ 
mulates  bills.  Six  members  from  each  class  and  the 
class  presidents  make  up  this  branch  of  our  govern¬ 
ment.  Each  homeroom  elects  a  representative  to  the 
House.  Cooperating  with  the  Senate,  these  students 
originate  all  bills  necessary  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Student  Body  except  those  pertaining  to  fi¬ 
nance. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Judiciary  Branch,  which  is 
composed  of  the  Judges  and  Judicial  Marshals,  to  try 
all  members  of  the  Student  Body  who  violate  the 
school  laws. 

The  person  chosen  to  lead  these  important  branches 
must  be  capable,  assiduous,  and  devoted  to  his  task; 
therefore.  Jack  Mathis,  as  President  of  the  Student 
Government,  has  filled  his  position  well.  Our  Presi¬ 
dent  got  his  start  in  high  school  politics  in  the  tenth 
grade  as  a  Homeroom  Representative.  The  following 
year  he  was  the  President  of  the  Junior  Class.

House  of  Representatives 

The  House  of  Representatives  is  composed  of  a  rep¬ 
resentative  from  each  homeroom,  the  Vice-President 
of  each  class,  and  the  Vice-President  of  the  Student 
Body.  John  Scotton,  Vice-President  of  the  Student 
Body,  serves  as  speaker  of  the  House. 

The  House  originates  all  bills  concerning  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  our  school,  with  the  exception  of  the  finance 
bills.  The  following  standing  committees  exist  in 
the  House  and  are  appointed  by  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Student  Body:  Traffic  Committee,  Grounds 
Committee,  Welfare  Committee,  Judiciary  Commit¬ 
tee,  Clubs  Committee,  Social  Committee,  Student 
Union  Committee,  and  Hospitality  Committee. 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is 
responsible  for  compiling  the  minutes  of  the  meeting 
and  issuing  them  to  each  homeroom.  The  Home¬ 
room  Representative  then  reads  and  explains  to  the 
class  exactly  what  actions  our  Student  Congress  took 
on  various  matters.

Judges 


The  judicial  power  of  the  New  Hanover  High 
School  Student  Congress  rests  in  a  Student  Court, 
which  consists  of  three  seniors,  two  juniors,  and 
one  sophomore.  These  Judges  are  elected  during  a 
joint  session  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
Senate. 

The  Judges  try  all  violators  who  are  brought  in 
by  the  Judicial  Marshals  for  breaking  any  of  our 
school’s  laws.  The  Judges  also  have  the  power  to 
try  members  of  the  Student  Congress  and  to  im¬ 
peach  only  members  of  the  Senate. 

The  Student  Court  has  the  power  to  interpret  and 
enforce  all  laws  made  by  the  Legislative  Department 
of  New  Hanover  High  School  and  to  interpret  the 
Constitution  of  the  Student  Congress. 

The  Court  elects  from  its  Senior  members  a  Chief 
Justice,  who  acts  as  the  chairman  when  the  Court 


is  in  session.  He  has  no  voting  power  e.xcept  in 
case  of  a  tie. 

Mr.  Daniel  Todd,  faculty  advisor,  assists  Eugene 
Tickner,  Chief  Judge,  in  presiding  over  the  Court; 
and  when  the  Judge  is  absent,  Connie  Farthing, 
Assistant-Chief  Judge,  takes  over.  After  a  hear¬ 
ing,  the  Judges  retire  to  make  their  decision.  When 
they  return,  the  Clerk,  Cynthia  Stokley,  gives  the 
Judges’  decision  to  the  Chief  Judge,  who  passes  it 
on  to  the  defendant. 

A  simple  majority  vote  of  the  Court  constitutes 
a  conviction  for  the  breaking  of  any  Student  Con¬ 
gress  rule.  If  convicted,  the  defendant’s  punish¬ 
ment  may  possibly  be  a  week  of  eighths  and  ninths. 
This  form  of  student  government  enables  the 
graduating  high  school  student  to  better  under¬ 
stand  our  system  of  Federal  government.

Judicial  Marshals 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Student  Court,  the 
Judicial  Marshals  enforce  the  rules  and  laws  of  the 
Student  Body.  The  Marshals  are  chosen  by  the 
Chief  Marshal,  Richard  Oates,  and  by  the  Judiciary 
Committees  of  the  House  and  the  Senate.  The 
Chief  Marshal  also  acts  as  Prosecuting  Attorney  for 
the  Student  Court.  The  Assistant  Chief  Marshal, 
Neill  Hines,  helps  the  Chief  Marshal  in  the  assign¬ 
ing  of  posts.  The  Marshals’  main  job  is  to  keep 
traffic  in  order  on  our  campus  and  in  our  school 
building.  Violators  of  the  traffic  rules  are  issued 
a  ticket  which  demands  their  presence  at  the  next 
Student  Court.  If  defendants  are  found  guilty, 
they  are  sentenced  to  eighth  or  ninth  periods  to  be 
served  before  the  next  court  convenes. 

This  essential  group  is  under  the  capable  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Daniel  Todd.

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Elected  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  and  the  Senate,  the  students  chosen  as 
Social  Marshals  step  into  an  important  role  in  our 
school  life.  These  Social  Marshals,  advised  by  Miss 
Jeanne  Grana,  attend  all  social  activities  of  our 
school.  Collecting  tickets,  distributing  programs, 
and  ushering  are  some  of  their  responsibilities.  The 
annual  May  Dance,  which  is  eagerly  awaited  by 
each  student,  is  one  of  the  main  events  sponsored 
by  the  Social  Marshals.

With  the  sound  of  the  kickoff,  the  Wilmington 
Wildcats  started  their  195  8  football  season  against 
Harding  High  School  of  Charlotte.  Though  the 
inexperienced  team  copped  the  game,  some  gleam  of 
the  future  was  seen  in  that  both  of  Wilmington’s 
touchdowns  were  the  result  of  passes  by  Gabriel. 
Later,  things  started  picking  up  as  the  ’Cats  clipped 
Salisbury’s  Yellow  Jackets  26-20  in  Legion  Stadium. 
With  creditable  work  turned  in  by  Hales,  Slack, 
Bullard,  Knox,  and  reserve-back  Theodore,  the 
NHHS  team  piled  up  a  score  of  27-6  against  Rocky 
Mount  and  took  their  first  AAA  conference  game. 


Traveling  to  Raleigh  for  the  second  AAA  contest, 
the  team  lost  to  the  Capitols  for  the  first  time  since 
1947.  Held  to  a  standstill  in  the  first  half,  the 
’Cats  came  to  life  in  a  last  half  explosion  that  was 
just  34  minutes  too  late  to  save  the  game.  Bouncing 
back  with  a  terrific  new  weapon,  the  downfield 
lateral  pass,  the  Wildcats  rolled  over  Hargrave  Mili¬ 
tary  Academy  26-0,  though  they  were  outweighed 
by  twenty-one  pounds  to  the  man. 

With  a  mechanical  precision  the  Wilmington 
team  started  winning  ball  games.  Taking  Golds¬ 
boro  26-14,  the  ’Cats  ended  a  hard  fought  game — 


the  outcome  of  which  was  never  certain  until  after 
Bullard  pulled  in  an  Earthquake  pass  and  thundered 
4S  yards  for  the  clinching  touchdown. 

Avenging  a  setback  last  year  that  left  the  Wild¬ 
cats  out  of  the  AAA  conference  championship,  the 
NHHS  club  ground  out  a  21-20  victory  over  Wil¬ 
son — in  spite  of  a  flu-weakened  team.  The  educated 
kicking  toe  of  tackle  Bob  Roycroft  amounted  to 
the  difference  in  the  scores.  The  meat  of  the  score 
was  contributed  by  Gabe’s  arm.  He  completed 
eleven  out  of  nineteen  tries  for  a  total  of  110  yards 
gained.  Stuck  in  their  own  backyard  for  the  first 
two  periods,  the  Wildcats  still  showed  signs  of  the 
flu-bug  as  Durham  invaded  Legion  Stadium.  Com¬ 
ing  out  with  a  fourth  period  rally  that  gave  Wil¬ 
mington  three  points  on  a  field-goal  by  Roycroft 
and  six  points  on  a  run  by  quarterback  Gabriel,  the 
’Cats  scooped  the  game  9-0  to  tie  up  the  first  place 
spot  in  AAA  conference  with  Fayetteville  for  the 
second  year  in  succession. 

Repeating  the  script  of  last  year,  the  ’Cats  tied 
Fayetteville  7-7  in  a  suspense-packed  Homecoming 
game  marred  only  by  a  deluge  of  rain  at  the  half. 
The  all-important  tally  for  Wilmington  was  a 
twenty-four  yard  drive  by  Hollis  Hales  good  for 
six  points.  The  conversion  was  made  by  Roycroft 
behind  the  excellent  defense  of  Slack,  Williams,  and 
Ward.  The  stalemate  required  a  playoff  which  was 
held  on  neutral  Goldsboro  territory  the  following 
Friday.  With  penalties  taking  a  heavy  toll,  the 
’Cats  fell  to  Fayetteville  in  a  heart-breaking  13-7 
loss.  Playing  "heads  up”  ball,  the  team  posed  a 
constant  threat  right  up  until  the  last  seconds  of 
the  game.  Trotting  from  the  field,  the  team  in 
second  place  in  the  Eastern  AAA  Conference  fin¬ 
ished  another  season.

"We  have  a  good  team”  was  often  heard.  Soon  the 
records  verified  that  as  the  ’Cats  kicked  the  lid  off 
the  1957-5  8  season  with  a  78-42  conquest  over 
Camden’s  Bulldogs. 

With  a  dazzling  display  of  might,  the  Wildcats 
dumped  Charleston  80-49  to  take  the  "unofficial” 
title  and  to  strike  fear  into  the  hearts  of  all  adver¬ 
saries.  Then  our  team  traveled  to  Greenville  where 
they  humbled  the  Phantoms  72-48,  before  a  huge 
crowd  in  Greenville’s  new  gym. 

On  their  fourth  starting  assignment,  the  Wil¬ 
mington  cagemen  dropped  their  first  game  in  an 
over-time  duel  with  High  Point.  Picking  up  after 
their  initial  loss  to  the  Bisons,  the  NHHS  five  did  a 
fine  job  of  tearing  Central  High  School  of  Charlotte 
apart  in  a  complete  run-away.  With  a  piled  up 
score  of  65-43,  the  ’Cats  again  were  in  business. 
Behind  the  scoring  ability  of  Larry  Edens  and  Roman 
Gabriel,  the  Wilmington  crew  defeated  Asheville 
60-49. 

Settling  down  to  great,  steady  ball-playing,  the 
Wilmington  cagemen  tallied  high  score  against  Wil¬ 
son  86-50,  the  tough  Raleigh  Caps  66-59  and  the 
Durham  Bulldogs  40-37.  These  wins  started  a 
streak  that  engulfed  Goldsboro  by  a  score  of  69-43, 
Rocky  Mount  with  56-37;  Fayetteville,  and  Wilson 
— the  game  which  was  to  finish  that  winning  streak 
when  NHHS  won  56-41. 

A  tie-breaking  basket  by  Raleigh  in  the  last  two 
seconds  of  the  game  gave  the  Wildcats  their  first 
loop  loss  of  56-54.

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Gabriel  and  Evans  were  still  neck  and  neck  in  the 
Eastern  Conference  individual  scoring  race  as  the 
’Cats  traveled  to  Durham  for  that  crucial  AAA 
game.  Regaining  first  place,  the  NHHS  quintet 
toppled  Durham  5  6-52  with  a  tremendous  shooting 
exhibition  by  Ronnie  White  of  Wilmington. 

Despite  the  excellent  work  of  Jackie  Bullard  and 
Bill  Slack,  the  Earthquakes  of  Goldsboro  shook  the 
home  team  by  a  bare  43-41  upset.  With  a  total  of 
three  losses  under  their  belts  a  cautious  Wilmington 
team  faced  the  Eayetteville  five  for  their  last  home 
game.  All  was  right  again  as  the  NHEIS  cagemen 
ended  the  home  season  with  a  5  9-37  win  over  the 
Fayetteville  Bulldogs.  Meeting  Rocky  Mount’s 
Blackbirds  at  Rocky  Mount,  the  home  club  lost 
their  fourth  one  to  a  determined  Bird  set  5  3-67. 

A  GOOD  RULE  TO  FOLLOW:  never  bet  against  the 
Wildcats  in  tournaments.  This  statement  was  blazed 
across  the  headlines  of  a  Greensboro  sports  article 
covering  the  ’5  8  tourney. 


In  defending  the  AAA  Crown  the  ’Cats  went 
against  Burlington’s  five,  who  ranked  4th  in  the 
standings.  Typical  of  their  last  four  starts  the 
Wilmington  boys  were  cold  at  first  hitting  only  one 
basket  in  nine  attempts  during  the  first  period.  They 
recovered  in  fine  form  however  to  take  the  game 
5  2-39  on  a  hot  session  at  the  free  throw  line. 

On  their  second  outing,  the  NHEIS  squad  clashed 
with  Greensboro  in  the  Senior  Eligh  Gym.  Although 
the  Whirlies  had  the  best  regular  season  record, 
17-3,  in  AAA  circles  and  posed  a  real  obstacle,  the 
Coastal  quintet  racked  up  13  field  goals  for  3  5 
attempts  compared  to  17  for  31  at  the  free  line. 
The  varsity  five  went  the  distance  to  give  us  a 
triumph  of  43-42  over  Coach  Jamieson’s  boys. 

Poise,  coolness  and  determination  to  win  were 
some  of  the  characteristics  of  Brogden’s  cage  ma¬ 
chine  as  they  took  the  floor  against  the  Durham 
team.  Feeling  much  at  home  on  Greensboro’s  court, 
the  ’Cats  ambled  confidently  on  the  hardwood.

From  the  very  first,  they  started  playing  rip¬ 
roaring,  heads-up  ball.  For  the  second  time  this 
season  White  ran  wild  against  the  Durham  Bulldogs 
hitting  on  ten  of  fifteen  field  goal  attempts  and 
eight  out  of  eight  chances  at  the  free  throw  line 
for  a  28  point  total.  Thus,  he  paced  the  Brogden- 
men’s  win  to  be  the  game’s  high  scorer.  Second  high 
scorer  was  Jackie  Bullard  who  had  six  out  of  six¬ 
teen  from  the  floor  and  one  out  of  three  from  the 
free  line  for  a  total  of  13  points.

Gabriel  racked  seven  points  but  his  nine  rebounds 
were  more  important.  Bill  Slack  hit  for  five  points 
and  pulled  seven  rebounds,  while  Larry  Edens  tal¬ 
lied  ten  big  points. 

Overall  in  this  thrill  packed  finale,  the  Wildcats 
hit  on  24  out  of  5  3  field  goals  and  15  of  21  at  the 
charity  mark  to  take  the  contest  63-5  5.  It  was  a 
great  game  with  both  teams  having  the  glory  of 
leading  on  different  occasions.  Tension  ran  high 
as  the  score  was  tied  numerous  times  but  both 
teams  conducted  themselves  in  a  manner  to  be  en¬ 
vied  by  all  teams  and  coaches. 

Wilmington  landed  Gabriel  and  Bullard  on  the 
all-tournament  team  with  White  getting  a  well- 
earned  honorable  mention.  The  Championship  is 
Wilmington’s  fourth  all  total  and  third  in  a  row. 
It  was  a  night  of  honors  of  the  Coastal  five  as  our 
own  Roman  Gabriel  was  chosen  as  the  tourney’s 
most  valuable  player. 

The  student  body  of  NHHS  wants  to  congratu¬ 
late  the  hard  working  coaches  and  the  wonderful 
Wilmington  cagemen  who  stand  tall  as  the  proud 
AAA  Champions  of  the  ’5  8  season.
